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10 RULES FOR THE USE AMD CARE OF A PERSONAL COMPUTER 

(Reprinted from the COMPUCATS CHRONICLE) 

1* Never place your computer near a wood or gas burning 
stove * The fumes produced from these stoves will etch the 
delicate circuit board on your computer and cause it to 
deteriorate . 

2. Never smoke around your computer* nor let anyone else. 
The tar and other contaminants expelled during smoking will 
etch the circuit board. 

3. Keep your computer away from carpeting. Touching your 
computer when charged with static electricity can cause 
permanent damage to the circuit board* If your computer must 
be located on a carpet known to produce static* spray the rug 
on a weekly basis with a static-resistant spray. These 
sprays are readily available in grocery stores, 

4. Never allow your computer to overheat. Check the top and 
bottom of your computer periodically during use to see if it 
is becoming uncomfortably hot. Specially designed fans can 
be used to minimize heat damage to computers. If your brand 
of computer has a tendency to overheat. contact your local 
dealer for information on obtaininga cooling fan, 

5. Always connect all of the components of your computer to a 
grounded surge protector. Surge protectors prevent sudden 
surges of electricity which can destroy a circuit board. 
Surge protectors are inexpensive and will save you hundreds 
in repair bills over the years. While you are at it* put one 
on each of your electrical appliances. You will add years to 
their lives. 

6. Never run your computer during thunderstorms. Disconnect 
your computer from any equipment which might carry an 
electrical charge to the computer. These include telephone 
cords to MODEMS anf the video connector if your computer is 
connected to a TV hooked up to a cable or an outside antenna. 

7. Keep your computer covered when not in use with a tightly 
woven fabric which breathes but will resist fluids. Tight 
woven percale is an excellent cover when treated with a 
water-repellant spray. 

8. Never eat or drink around your computer. 

9. Keep animals away from your computer system. All 
computers act as a magnet to animal hair. Animal hair acts 
as an insulator and will cause your circuit board to 
overheat. Dogs can cause further problems by chewing on 
cables and cords, 

10. Join a local users' group and take the time to learn 
about your new computer. If there is more than one group in 
your area* visit each of them and join the one that will give 
you the most information for your time any money.

PQ « The PARTY QUIZ Game 

I recently purchased PQ 
because I could not resist the 
price 1 when released in 1984, PQ 
carried a $70 US price tag p making 
it near $130 CON in our stores* 
But for the last few months, 
Abby's Discount Software (Fairborn 
OHIO) * has been clearing them out 
at $15 US i making it about $32 CDN 
with the exchange. There is NO TAX 
OR DUTY as it's under $40 in 
value I 

PQ is a computer trivia game. 
The package gives you the 
software* as weel as the special 
harware required for the game, 
including 4 game controllers and 
interface module that uses BOTH 
joystick ports, XL/XE owners can 
also have 4 players playing simul- 
taneously, Each controller has 
four large bo t tons facilitating 
quick responses for fast game 
play, and have cords long enough 
that the players aren't sitting on 
top of each other. 

One to four players can play, 
even four players playing as two 
teams. Game play is straight- 
forward. A question is displayed, 
and, a moment later the possible 
answers. Questions are either the 
true/false type, or multiple 
choice. A player presses the ap- 
propriate number button on his (or 
her) controller to register an 
answer . 

when the questions are dis- 
played, a timer bar and countdown 
clock are displayed at the screens 
bottom. Each question is worth 
500 points tor true/false ques- 
tions and 1000 for the multiole 
choice. The quicker the correct 
answer is given, the higher the 


score. The allowed response time 
can be set from 10 seconds down to 
3, Ten seconds allows a very 
leisurely game , whereas 3 second 
games can be franticl Each round 
consists of 10 questions, and the 
number of rounds to a game can be 
set from 5 to 20 rounds (200 
questions) ■ 

PQ has unique "competitive* 
and "social 11 modes. In the social 
mode, all players get the 
opportunity to answer the ques- 
tion. even after another player 
has given the correct answer. The 
first correct answer will score 
the most points, but at least 
everybody has a chance to score 
something. In competitive mode, 
only the player with the first 
correct answer will score points. 
Correct responses wll give a short 
musical tine* incorrect answers a 
"buzzz* , 

Players can be handicapped, 
A handicapped player is only 
allowed half the response time. 
So. if the response time is se' 
for 10 seconds, a handicapped 
player' s controller is inactive 
for* the first 5 seconds, giving 
the others a chance to answer 
first, if a player tries to 
answer a question not yet seen, by 
holding down one of the buttons, 
the word CHEAT appears in his 
score column* and his controller 
is disabled for the duration of 
that question. 

Lightning Bonus rounds are 
occur periodically, giving each 
player the opportunity to answer 
10 questions in 20 seconds, with 
the score being added to the 
total . 

As I said, I couldn't resist 
the price, but what a value! The 
game is well designed and I was 
impressed with the manual that 
explains all the game s features, 
PQ is definitely the best 4-player 
game I have. It s fun and easy.

With all the other Atari 
Fairs that took place during the 
past 12 months and the huge 

Consumer Electronics Show just 
three weeks ago* it was surprising 
to find so much new to see last 
weekend during the hastily- 

organized World of Atari Fair© at 

the year-old Santa Clara 

Convention Center, 

But several unfamiliar 

companies with impressive ST 

software made their Atari Fair 

debuts last weekend. And a 
near-production version of the 
Atari SLM8G4 laser printer had its 
first public showing. This report 
concentrates on products that have 
not been reported on previously. 

The Atari laser printer is 
smaller and lighter than most 

current models , but seems just 
about as fast and sharp. It was 
operating in Diablo 630 emulation 
with a 4Mb Mega ST running a 
pre-release version of the 

Microsoft Write word processor 
with a WYSIWYG display. The laser 
controller board is in a 

modem-sized box cabled between the 


ST ' B high-speed Direct Memory 
Access CDMA) port and the printer. 
This controller box also has a 
second DMA port for connecting a 
hard disk. 

This 300 dots-per-inch 
printer supports Atari's GDOS 
(which automatically uses the 
highest-resolution available to a 
printing device) . We picked up a 
selection of the sharp graphics 
and multi-font printouts that the 
Atari SLM804 kept churning out 
throughout the day. Late summer 
or September is the current 
estimated market arrival for the 
Atari Desktop Publishing System, 

At a neighboring booth* Word 
Perfect was showing a near-beta 
version of the forthcoming ST 
edition of its bestselling word 
processor. The GBM-based software* 
due in September* looked extremely 
fast and powerful. It will list 
at 5396 but is often discounted by 
more than 50% in the IBM version. 
The WP rep said that the company 
is working closely with Publishing 
Partner's developers to assure 
immediate desktop publishing 
compatibility for the word 
processor . 

Programmers will love 
Omniware's new Edit /Booster * an ST 
text editor that also generates 
GEM code by mouse. Select "Draw A 
Circle* from a drop-down menu and 
the GEM code apppears in your 
program. The version currently on 
sale just works with C* but up- 
dates for GFA BASIC* Personal 
Pascal and Modula-2 are promised 
soon . Omni ware * based in 
Bellevue* Washington also showed a 
desk accessory controller for the 
widely used Hewlett-Packard Laser- 
jet printer and an H-P terminal 
emulator . 

Iliad Software of Orem, Utah, 
another new entry, showed a 
powerful, user-friendly CAD/ 
drawing program, Athena 11* 


sailing for 599,95, Athena 
requires a 1Mb £T* but functions 
in either color or monochrome. 
Coming soon is a circuit-testing 
simulation program called Circuit 
Maker, The company was also 
showing a multiuser, multitasking 
operating system, PDQS* which is 
similar to the system used on 
68000-based VME workstations. 


A wide-ranging product line 
of specialized business 
applications for the ST was shown 
by Hi-Tech Advisors of Winter 
Raven, Florida, Their 5199 titles 
included Church Manager, Service 
Station Manager, Video Store 
Manager, Inventory Fro and Sales 
Pro Plus, Mail Pro handles custom 
mailing lists and form letters for 
3ust $69 * SBT of Sausalito, 
California kicked off a line of 
dBASE III business accounting 
modules b^sed on the ST's dBMAN 
clone .

-Atari* a personal computer and 
video game company that has 
struggled to persuade retailers to 
see its products. has agreed to 
buy the Federated Group chain of 
consumer electronics stores for 
$67,3 million in cash. 

The acquisition would give 
At arii which has been on the mend 
since being discarded by Warner 
Communications three years ago* 
Federated's retail ntework of 
about 65 stores. 

For Federated* the deal could 
offer an escape from the financial 
problems it has suffered following 
a rapid expansion that began in 
1984. when it had 20 outlets. 

In accepting the offer of 
$6,25 a share* Federated's 
seven-member board said its 
chairman Wilfred Schwarts and his 
family have agreed to sell their 
55 per cent stake once Atari 
begins its tender offer for the 
10,7 million outstanding shares. 

Federated lost $895*000 in 
the first quarter* contrasted with 
a profit of $662*000 for the same 
period last year* on sales that 
rose two per cent to S91.1 
million. 


Founded in 1972, Atari was 
sold to Warner in 1976 for $28 
million. Over the next eight 
years* Atari produced about $650 
million in profit for Warner. and 
its sales peaked in 1982 at $2 
billion, A glutted market 
eventually derailed Atari, 
however, and it suffered losses of 
nearly $875 million during an 
18-month period in 1983-84, 

But . Ata r 1 has returned to 
profitability. In the second 
quarter , Atari's profit was up 
39,3 per cent to $13,54 million. 
Revenue was up 16.4 per cent to 
570,69 million.
